within the foreſaid Town. The Staple-port of this Kingdom, for the Netherlands is Re eſtabliſh- 
ed by Contra, andfettled at the ſaid Zown of Campbire, and the ſame” Contradt Ratified and 
 Approven by the States of Zeland,& the: Convention of Our Royal Borrows,on the one andother 
Parts. And We being fatisfied , that the faid Contract is for the Advantage of the Trade and 
Commerce of this Our Ancient Kingdom, and thatby long Experience, it hath been found that 
the Town of Camphire, is the moſt Convenient and Fit Place to be theStaple-port for this Our 
Kingdom, Have therefore, by a Signature under Our Royal Hand, of the date, the twentieth 
day of March currant, Ratified, Approved and Confirmed the ſaid Contract, in its whole Heads, - 
Clauſes and Articles: And We being further Reſolved, that the ſame be duely Obſerved, by all 
the Subjects of this Our Ancient Kingdom, Trading to the United Provinces of the Netherlands, 
And that all the ftanding Laws, and As of Parliament, with all other Acts of Our Council, or 
Exchequer, Relating tothe ſaid Staple. and Ads of Convention of Our Royal Borrows be put to 
full and vigorous Execution, for the due and exat Obſervance of the ſaid Staple port for the fu- 
ture: Therefore, We, with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, Do hereby Require, . 
and Command. all Our Subjects, to give due and puntual Obedience to the Laws and Adts of 
Parliament, with al! other A4s of Our Council or Exchequer, Relating to the faid Staple, and 
Adts of the Convention of Our Royal Borrows made for the Obſerving the Staple-port, which 
are all hereby declared to be in full Force, And ſceing now the forefſaid Scots Staple-Port is Re- 
eſtabliſhed, and continued at the ſaid Town of Camphire, . Therefore We, with. Advice foreſaid, 
Prohibite and Diſcharge all Merchants and Skippers, or any other of Our Subje&s. to Export, 
furth of this Our Kingdom, agy Go:ds, Ware or Commodities,” whichare, or thall be declared 
to be Staple Commodities, to any'iother Port or Place of the United Provinces ofthe Nether lends , 
but only to the ſaid Staple-port, and Town of Cemphlire in Zeland, under the Pains and Certifica- 
tions contained in the {aids Ac of Parliament, with all other Acts of Vur Council or Exchequer, 
Relating to tbe ſaid Staple, and Ads of Convention of Borrows, which ' Pains and Penalties We . 
Ordainte be'Exated from the Tranſpgreſſors, with all rigour. And thatthey be furder proceeded 0dþ8 
againſt, as Our Privy council ſhali find, Cauſe. And We with Advice forefaid, do hereby require Li 
the Farmers, Tackſmen or ColleFors of Our Cuſtoms, and their Sub-colleQors, and Survyers for * - - 
the time being, that they make EXaR Search and Tryall for all Staple Gopds, and Commodities 
that ſhall be hereafter Exported forth of this Kingdom te any Part or Port of the United Provin= 
ces in the Netherlands, and that they, and their Clerks, and all Clerks of Coquets, take ſufficient 
Security frem the Merehants, or Skipper; Sailers and Tranſporters of Goods to the ſaid Nether- 
lends, that they ſhall Carryand Liver che ſame at the {aid Staple-port of Cempbire, and at no orher 
place, nor Port within the {aid United Provinces, and that they ſhall not break Bulk before theic 
Arrival thereat, conform to the 4&; ef Parliament, oblidging the Exporters to Report Certificats 
from the Conſervator, or his Deputs at Camphire, Bearing, That the ſaid 8taple Commodities | 
were Livercd there, without breaking Bulk, as they will be Anſ{werable tothe Lords of OurPrivy 
Council thereanent, And We do Ordain the ſaids Certificats to be delivered in Quarterly by the 
ColleQors, and their Clerks,atthe ſeveral Ports, to tlie Agent of Our Royal Borrows for the time, = 
To the End, exa&t Diligence may be done by him, againft all the Tranſgrefſors ofthe faid Scaple, 
Conform to the Laws and Acts made thereanent, OUR WILLTS HEREFORE, And we Charge 
you Stritly,and Command, that in continent thir Our Letters ſeen, ye pals to the Mercat-Croſs 
of Edinbyrgb, and whole Remanent Royal Burrows of this Kingdom, and other Places needful, 
and thereat, in Our Name and Authority, by open Proclamation .make Publication of the Pre- 
miſles, to the Effe&, Our Royal Burrows, and all Merchants, and other Perſons may have cimous 
Notice hereof, and give due and punctual Obedience, as they willbe Anſwerable attheir outmoſt 
Perril, and Appoints Copies to be affixed at the ſeveral Cuſtom-Houſes, and Sea'ports of this 
Kingdom, that none pretend Ignorance. ' And Ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed,, |
